Center School Charette

On Thursday evening, July 27 the results of the two- 
day charette concerning the future of Greenbelt Center 
School were opened up to the public in a meeting held in the 
school gymnasium. Following greetings from school board 
representative Suzanne Plogman, R. C. Garcia, charette 
coordinator and Vice President of SHWC, the architectural 
firm given the mandate to study the possible rehabilitation 
of the facility, presided at the meeting. Around 30 people 
attended the session. 


Confusing but Amusing

Zany! The Greenbelt Arts Center's presentation of 
two one-act plays on July 29 was just that. Also confusing, 
ridiculous, distorted, funny, in some cases approaching 
slapstick comedy. At times one didn't know quite what to 
make of them. Where was the plot? Was there a plot? 
Who were the characters? Yes, who were the characters? 
Those in the play didn't always agree with those in the 
program. Sometimes they changed in mid-play. 


Garcia presented the two al¬ 
ternatives open to school admin¬ 
istrators and to the community: 
to rebuild the present facility 
within historic trust guidelines 
to create as useful an educa¬ 
tional structure as possible, or 
to locate a new site and plan a 
wholly new structure with the 
most advanced educational de¬ 
sign. 

Financially they were project¬ 
ed to cost about the same— 
$7,790,000 for the renovation; 
$7,965,992 for the new structure. 
(The latter figure, however, does 
not include the cost of acquiring 
the land.) Garcia indicated that 
the best educational value for 
the money would be achieved by 
building new, but that the best 
social and cultural solution 
would be reached by restoring 
the existing building. 

Originally SHWC and county 
school administrators had hoped 
to make their decision and apply 
for state support for the new 
school by the state deadline of 
September 1. But a strong plea 
by Center School Principal John 
Van Schoonoven for more time 
for public hearings, with confir¬ 
mation of this need by other 
charette participants, led Depu¬ 
ty Superintendent Edward Fe- 
legy to extend the county's 
deadline to October 31, This de¬ 
cision, however, will put off until 
September 1, 1989, final approval 
for whichever alternative the 
community may choose. 

Design Presented

Despite hot weather and a 
board room with erratic air 
conditioning, the board of 
directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. took action on 
three major projects at the 
meeting on August 11. The 
board approved a final draft 
of comments on the Mary¬ 
land-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission's 
proposed master plan for the 
area, approved a program to 
enable eligible members to 
defer increases in monthly 
co-op fees* and selected a 
test building for a possible 
solution to structural crack¬ 
ing in some of the units. 

With only minor revisions, 
the board approved comments on 
the master plan presented by 


cept that charette participant.' 
had come up with, SHWC archi¬ 
tect Jeryl Jordan displayed lay¬ 
outs of the three floors, as well 
as a sketch of the courtyard 
which forms an important ele* 
ment in the proposed new addi¬ 
tion. (See separate story.) He 
also showed a sketch of a new 
driveway design at the east end 
of the building, which was crea¬ 
ted through discussion with City 
Manager Jim Giese and land¬ 
scape architect Laurence Coffin, 
who has been creating a new 
design for both municipal park¬ 
ing lots. 

According to the new plan, 
buses would enter the west park¬ 
ing lot of the municipal center 
by an enlarged driveway be¬ 
tween the Municipal Building 
and the bank. At the rear of 
the lot they would turn left on 
a driveway connecting with the 
school property ana enter the 
present bus driveway, heading 
toward Crescent Road. They 
would then exit on the present 
driveway. The design is consid¬ 
ered an improvement over the 
current system of handling bub 
traffic. 

Audience Response 

Speaking for the Art Deco 
Society, president Richard Strin- 
er praised Garcia and the char¬ 
ette process that had resulted in 
the new design. He noted its 
pieservation on the ground floor 
level of the “essentially histori¬ 
cal environment." The structur¬ 
al changes on the second-floor

GHI General Manager Ron Col¬ 
ton. Among Colton's major 
points were opposition to drop¬ 
ping the Residential Planned 
Community (RPC) zoning for 
the historic central city and 
rezoning the GHI properties 
into euclidean (specific, conven¬ 
tional) zoning categories. The 
proposed rezoning would have a 
heavy impact on GHI since the 
cooperative's homes would then 
be a non-conforming .use within 
the new zone. 

GHI also opposed the rezoning 
of the land around the future 
Metro station to the Mixed Use 
Transportation Oriented (M-X- 
T) zone in the sectional map 
amendment process which im¬ 
plements the master plan. The 
comments recommend that this 
zoning not be granted “until the 
necessary transportation facili¬ 
ties are in place to serve the

A View of the New Plan

In a design concept worked 
out during the two-day charette 
for redevelopment of Center 
School, the present appearance 
of both main corridors of the or¬ 
iginal structure would be main¬ 
tained—the tiled walls, the ceil¬ 
ing heights, the lobby area in¬ 
side the main door. To the east, 
the gymnasium and stage would 
remain the same as well. By repla¬ 
cing functions of the original 
classrooms along these two wings 
of the L-shaped structure, now 
deemed too small for regular 
classes, the rooms can be utilized 
in their present size. 

Along the north-south corri¬ 
dor, a health room, reading 
room, and computer room 
would occupy one side. Facing 
these would be offices for guid¬ 
ance personnel. Opposite the 
gymnasium in the east-west cor¬ 
ridor would be special education 
classrooms. Behind the stage in 
the single classroom at the east 
end of the building, the band 
room would be located. Tins 
room could also double as a stag¬ 
ing area for events on the stage 
itself. 

The later addition to the Cen¬ 
ter School building, nearest the 
Youth Center, would house Kin¬ 
dergarten classes as it does now. 
Because each of these rooms has 
an individual entrance door at 
ground level, they are regarded 
as most suited to the youngest 
children. The second-floor level 
of this section would also remain 
virtually intact. 

New Addition 

Presently the corridor leading 
back from the school's front 
door ends just where doors open 
to the left into the stairwell. In 
the new plan an opening would 
also appear "at the right, pro¬ 
viding access to a new corridor.

Kenilworth and ICC’ 

In the comments, GHI opposed 
the extension and widening of 
Kenilworth Avenue but made no 
mention of the Intercounty Con¬ 
nector which it would serve. Des¬ 
pite the urging of Ruth Kast- 
ner, who represented Citizens for 
Greenbelt and her own views be¬ 
fore the board, the board refus¬ 
ed to take a position on the ICC. 
Director Alan Freas, Jr. asked 
Kastner if she thought the two 
roadways were inextricably link¬ 
ed. She replied that she sees 
them “as a package deal" and 
thinks “the county does too." 
Director Ray McCawley recom¬ 
mended that the GHI comments 
not refer to the ICC because “it 
really isn't the subject of the 
master plan." Freas also said he 
thought this was “not the for-

Here a monumental staircase 
would be placed, as well as an 
elevator providing access to all 
five levels of the building. (The 
1968 addition to Center School 
is set half a flight below the 
original building, thus adding 
two levels to the three of the 
1937 structure.) 

The most striking feature of 
the new design ivould be the use 
made of the new addition. Archi¬ 
tect Jeryl Jordan would extend 
the east wall of present 

structure back toward the Youth 
Center, with another door open¬ 
ing to the east at the base¬ 
ment level.. The present kitchen 
would be utilized, but the dining 
area would be converted for use 
as a choral room. Four class¬ 
rooms of the accepted new size 
would be arranged in the north¬ 
east corner, with a new cafeter¬ 
ia and an open courtyard, where 
children might enjoy their bag 
lunches, filling in the rest of the 
space. (The drawing shows these 
two spaces—-indoor and outdoor 
—as two triangles with a shared 
hypotenuse.) 

Directly above the cafeteria, 
on the second floor level, would 
be a multi-media room (or li¬ 
brary as such a room used to 
be called). This also would open 
upon the courtyard, but on an¬ 
other tier. Three new class¬ 
rooms would also be provided at 
this level in the addition. 

On the second floor level of the 
original building, a structural 
change would be made, moving 
the north-south corridor further 
to the east. With this change, 
the three classrooms to the west 
could be enlarged to the desired 
dimensions. The remaining 
rooms to the east, much reduced, 
would be used for teacher plan¬ 
ning and for a teacher’s lounge. 
They would look out on the new 
courtyard. 

With the new design the 
ground floor level of the original 
building would appear virtually 
as it did in 1937. Classrooms 
would be placed in sets of three. 
While these sets would be separ¬ 
ated in different parts of the 
building, thus tending to iso¬ 
late teachers from one another, 
each set would allow' children of 
the same grade level to stay 
nearby (since most grades pre¬ 
sently require three rooms). 

(Editor’s note: At the end of 
the July 27 public hearing, 
when these plans were shown, 
architect R. C. Garcia promised 
that more polished drawings of 
this design concept will be made 
available for use in further pub¬ 
lic hearings. As soon as they are 
ready, the News Review will 
publish them.)

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CFG Board Formulates 
Position on Master Plan 

The Executive Board of Citizens for Greenbelt met on 
August 11 to finalize its report to the County Planning 
Board on the Master Plan. In addition to their opposition 
to the RPC zone deletion, the Kenilworth extension, and the 
increased density on Parcels 1 and 2, the board added five 
points. 


The board supported the City 
Council's opposition to the In¬ 
tercounty Connector (ICC). The 
ICC doesn't appear in the Green¬ 
belt plan but appears in the 
Beltsville/Fairland Master Plan 
just north of Greenbelt. The 
board was concerned that the ICC 
will promote more development 
north of Greenbelt, thereby gen¬ 
erating new traffic as well as di¬ 
recting Motgomery County traf¬ 
fic into Prince Georges County. 

The board opposed the Ridge 
Road Extension to Cherrywood 
Lane, which the board thought 
might provide a conduit for large 
amounts of Metro traffic through 
Greenbelt. The board expressed 
dissatisfaction with the city 
council's argument that right-of- 
way reserved for the extension 
could be used to deter develop¬ 
ment of the Furey tract. The 
board was concerned that this 
could backfire on the city and 
provide an incentive for higher 
density rezoning of the tract to 
make up for the owner's loss of 
desirable land to the road right- 
of-way. They further felt that 
the building of the Metro station 
could exert pressure from outside 
the city to build the Ridge ex¬ 
tension. 

The board also opposed the 
Crescent relocation to Ivy Lane, 
asking instead that other mea¬ 
sures be investigated to improve 
safety near the Beltway exit 
to Kenilworth. They felt that 
connecting Crescent to Capital 
Office Park would greatly in¬ 
crease commercial traffic 
through Greenbelt. 

The board supported the city's 
position opposing the MXT zone 
near the Metro Station.

um to oppose the ICC/’ 

Ridge Road Extension 
Kastner also urged the board 
to oppose the master plan pro¬ 
posal to extend Ridge Road to 
connect with Kenilworth Avenue 
at Cherrywood Lane. She said 
that this extension would “plug 
it into the Metro station.” “Peo¬ 
ple coming out of (Metro) will 
find it very useful” to use Ridge 
Road when traffic is backed up.

level (which requires moving a 
corridor several feet out of its 
original position) he called “a 
compromise we can live with/’ 

Giese questioned the cost fi¬ 
gure for renovation, which he 
thought was too high. But Gar¬ 
cia explained that historic pres¬ 
ervation is costly. For example, 
asbestos removal is very costly 
and after it is removed, the ori¬ 
ginal wall materials must be 
replaced. 

“Improving and modernizing at 
the same time as restoring is 
very expensive,” Garcia said. 
He noted that the cost figure 
had been arrived at with the 
experienced input of Hyman My¬ 
ers, a Philadelphia restoration 
specialist who bad been brought 
in as a consultant and who had 
participated in the charette. 

Jack Hammond, Capital Im¬ 
provement Program Officer for 
the county school system, said 
that costs included sites, test 
borings, architectural fees, etc.— 
as well as land clearing (though 
not land acquisition). The re¬ 
development plan for Center 
School also includes a new addi¬ 
tion which provide 20,000 more 
square feet of space. Hammond 
also noted that lighting fixtures 
for a historic structure must be 
specially chosen. If a new school 
were to be built in Greenbelt, 
land acquisition could cost 
$700,00 in addition. 

Greenbelter Bill Stratton, an 
architect, stated that the restor¬ 
ation of the school would provide 
“a higher value in the physical 
surroundings” because the orig-

inal materials were of a better 
quality than those used in con¬ 
temporary building. He also in¬ 
dicated that the classrooms de¬ 
signed in the proposed concept 
would be somewhat larger than 
current specifications call for. 

Other Values 

County councilman Richard 
Castaldi pointed out other values 
in keeping Center School as a vi¬ 
able educational facility. “It 
would bring historical value back 
into the community,” he said. 
The municipal swimming pool 
could also be part of the aca¬ 
demic program. “If you leave 
this building, then there are new 
problems,” he pointed out. 


Mayor Gil Weidenfeld con¬ 
curred. “If you close the school 
and relocate, there would be im¬ 
pact on the community. Fur¬ 
thermore, children might not be 
able to walk to school.” 

As for the major negative in 
remaining at the present site— 
the inadequate playground— 
Weidenfeld offered full support 
from the community. The city 
could provide play space during 
the day at Braden Field, he no¬ 
ted. 

Van Schoonoven felt the play¬ 
ground was the major problem 
New schools allow six or seven 
acres, he said. This site in¬ 
cludes a 45-foot difference in 


elevation, which makes it unsat¬ 
isfactory. He agreed that the 
new design solved “100 per cent” 
the classroom needs of the in¬ 
structional program, as well as 
suitable access to the central 
functions of the school But he 
saw the five levels of the struc¬ 
ture as a negative factor. “I 
cannot say,” he said, “that the 
children will get the same edu¬ 
cation in a renovated school” 
One parent queried whi* f 
would happen to the children 
during the renovation process, if 
that alternative was chosen.
